Charities.  The  utility  of  fuch  inftitutions 
is  fully  evinced  by  the  great  number  of  ne- 
eeffitous  objects  continually  applying  to  them 
for  relief. 

To  fupport  a  decent  appearance,  and  pur- 
chafe  the  mere  neceflaries  of  life,  is  as 
much  as  the  hard-working  man  is  able  to  do, 
at  this  time,  when  in  full  employ.  From  a 
variety  of  events  not  to  be  forefeen,  a  total 
ftagnaticn  in  his  branch  of  trade  may  happen  ; 
his  earnings  and  his  wants  have  hitherto,  per¬ 
haps,  kept  even  pace :  he  has  not  therefore

occn  able  to  make  any  relerve ;  his  laft  penny 
is  nearly  fpent  : — Under  thefe  circuniflances 
he  is  attacked  with  a  grievous  diforder,  and 
probably  a  numerous  family  dependent  on  him 
for  their  daily  bread,  are  deprived  of  their 
fupport : — He  now  feels  the  double  load  of  • 
ficknefs  and  poverty ;  and  without  the  cha¬ 
ritable  interpofition  of  the  benevolent  Sama¬ 
ritan,  muft  inevitably  fink  under  its  weight. 

To  affift  the  poor  in  fuch  fituations  of  com¬ 
plicated  diftrefs,  is  a  duty  incumbent  on  the 
rich,  and  that  duty  a  DISPENSARY  affords 
them  an  opportunity  of  difcharging,  in  a  man¬ 
ner  the  mo$l  effectual  with  refpedt  to  the  poor, 
and  the  Uaft  burthenfomc  with  refped;  to  them-

At  the  Quarterly  General  Meeting 
in  JANUARY  a  Committee  fhall  be  appointed 
to  audit  the  Treafurer’s  account  for  the  year  ; 
and  to  form  a  Truft  for  all  fubfcriptions  paid 
by  Life  Governors,  which  fhall  be  placed  in  the 
Public  Funds,  as  long  as  fhall  be  found  ne- 
Oeffary,  and  the  filtered:  thereof  added  to  the 
annual  income. 

XIII.  A  Medical  Committee  fhall  be  appointed 
at  the  fame  time,  confiding  of  fuch  Governors 
as  pradtife  Phyfic,  Surgery,  or  Pharmacy,  or 
are  converfant  in  the  knowledge  of  Drugs, 
(except  thofe  already  excepted  in  the  ninth 
rule)  who  fhall  have  power  to  infpeft  the  drugs 
and  medicines,  audit  the  bills  for  the  fame,  and 
report,  as  they  fhall  fee  occafion,  to  the  Monthly 
Committee. 

XIV.  There  fnall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Governors  of  this  Charity,  between  the  fil'd 
day  of  FEBRUARY  and  the  thirtieth  day  of 
APRI L ;  on  a  day  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Monthly  Committee,  with  the  approbation  of
